The application has been amended as follows: 
In the Claims: 

Claim 1 1 line 3 has been amended to delete "central bore hole and two 
surfaces, a concave side and a convex side," and insert in its place -central bore hole 
and two surfaces, one of said surfaces being a concave side and the other of said 
surfaces being a convex side,- 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record is Kramer USP 5829933, having a concave and 
convex side, but with ribs on only one side - the convex side, but there are no ribs on 
the concave side, nor any motivation to odd them in such a manner. Similarly, Castel 
USP 3332464 has ribs on the convex side, but there are no ribs on the concave side, 
nor any motivation to add them in such a manner. Mroz USP 2778399 and Stoll USP 
2034494 do have projections on both sides of a washer, but the washer does not have 
concave and convex sides, and DE 1 129778 to Schnorr has projections on both sides 
of a dished washer, but all also fail to have the rib profile on the {convex} upper side 
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positioned in an inner area of the washer, proximate the bore hole, and the rib profile on 
the {concave} side positioned in an exterior area of the washer, proximate to an exterior 
edge of the washer, such that the rib profiles of each of the convex and concave sides 
each extend over at least half and at most two thirds of the width of the washer as 
claimed.
